From there the odd crew graduated to their 
own show. The Muppet Show, where the charac- 
ter studies were expanded and top name enter- 
tainers signed on. It's since become a very suc- 
cessful program, reminiscent of the old Laugh-In 
show. It's filled with one-liners & corny jokes 
which the Mupper characters bring off well. 

Last winter several of the technicians who 
work the Muppet characters visited the editor's 
home along with John (ANIMAL HOUSE) Lan- 
dis. Among them were Richard Hunt (who works 
Scooter, Janice and Sweetums). At the time they 
were discussing the upcoming movie and explain- 
ed that Muppet King (& creator) Jim Henson 
couldn't be there because he was out buying new 
clothes for Miss Piggy! 

So! The secret’s out! Miss Piggy does not 
travel the streets of New York or Los Angeles, 
haunting the exclusive shops all by herself! 

True to her Piggy form she passes the task on 
to someone else. 

raising a fuzz 

Now comes the Big Event. 

A new day in Muppetdom. 

The zany cast has assembled for a colorful 
musical production which is utterly unique & 
original & just plain fun. Even tho we know the 
characters are nothing but fuzzy pieces of mater- 
ial operated by human hands, somehow they 
seem real. They appear to have emotions, quirks, 
abilities & life all their own. 

And this is due to the genius of Jim Henson & 
the other talented individuals who contribute to 
the success of Henson’s creations. 

The MUPPET MOVIE takes us to a realm of 
cartoon-like innocence where real people mix with 
unreal personalities. Not quite Disney, with live 
action & animation, but something more varied & 
believable. 

The situation begins with Kermit the Frog, the 
ever-popular amphibian who rarely goes near 
water. Once upon a time he sat alone on one of 
the shows and sang the song, “It's Not Easy Be- 
ing Green.” Yet for him it seems to come natur- 
ally. 

Comedian Dom DeLuise is a Hollywood agent 
traveling the backroads of the deep south. He is 
hopelessly lost in the swamp, trying to find his 
way out. when he sees an incredible sight: 

There, sitting quietly in the swamp, is a frog. 
Nothing strange about that except that thin frog 
is strumming a banjo and singing a song! 

swamped with offefs 

DeLuise stops the car and tells Kermit that 
there's a demand for talented frogs such as him- 
self and Kermit begins to see stars in his eyes. 

Before long he's on his way to Hollywood and 
hopefully fame, fortune & a write-up in FM. 

Kermit is good company for DeLuise as they 


drive west to Celluloid City but there's some- 
thing the frog sees that sends chills up & down 
his spindly legs, and with good reason. 

Doc Hopper's Restaurant! 

Home of the world-famous fried Frogs ' Legs'. 

And there's a chain of them across the country! 

hopping mad 

There s a villain in this, of course, aside from 
Doc himself. 

Max! What a Hollywood agent is to an actor. 
Max is to Doc Hopper. He scouts for the best 
frogs' legs money can buy! And he's got his eve 
on Kermit. 

Max & Doc follow Kermit & the gang across 
the country as the suspense builds. Doc is deter- 
mined to obtain the most delectable frogs' legs 
he’s ever seen! 

Stopping at the El Sleezo Cafe, run by tough- 
guy James Coburn, Kermit meets a couple of 
ladies played by Madeline Kahn & Carol Kane, 
and an even tougher guy. Telly Savalas. We 
remember him from HORROR EXPRESS (with 
Peter Cushing & Christopher Lee) as the brutal 
Russian policeman, and equally hard as TV’s 
rough-'n ’-ready Kojak. 

DeLuise & Kermit relax in the cafe while the 
piano player, portrayed by the PHANTOM OF 
THE PARADISE himself, Paul Williams, in- 
troduces a new act: 

Fozzie Bear & his Comedy Routine! 

unbearable 

The act is less than successful and Kermit. feel- 
ing sorry for the rejected bear, joins in the act in 
a song & dance bit. 

That's an even bigger flop! 

The crowd hisses & boos and attacks the 
unlikely duo. 

All the while. Max & Doc watch the goings-on 
from behind a window. 

Kermit tells the saddened Fozzie that he's 
heading for Hollywood to become a great actor 
and asks the bear to go along. 

It s like WIZARD OF OZ all over again. But 
there is no Oz and the Emerald City is 
Hollywood, USA. 

Driving in a 1951 Studebaker. Fozzie & Kermit 
sing songs and chat to pass the time as they head 
west. 

"frog get it!" 

Doc Hopper catches up to them and invited 
Kermit to star in a TV commercial for his fast- 
food chain but the frog declines the offer. He 
doesn t feel that he's suited to commercials about 
frog legs! 

But Doc does not ^ve up easily. If the frog 
won’t do the commercial he will at least become 
the main course! 

Fozzie's Studebaker moves along with danger 
at every curve.

The trek West is now picking up new people 
along the way. What started with Kermit taking 
a tip from a Hollywood agent has turned into a 
parade of characters heading for a single destina- 
tion.

Kermit is called with instructions on what to 
do if he wants to see Miss Piggy free again. He 
goes to the secret hideout where his piggy is tied 
up. There, the diabolical Prof. Krassman (Mel 
Brooks) is preparing to operate on Kermit. His 
specialty is frog brain surgery! 

This is just too much for Miss Piggy to bear. 
She breaks free from her bonds and attacks with 
all the fury of a porkchop scorned! Using her 
famous Karate chops she downs every tough guy 
in the place and frees poor Kermit. 

Heading for the audition in Hollywood, the car 
breaks down in the desert. All looks hopeless. If 
they don’t make the deadline on time the trip will 
be for naught! 

Then, a cloud of dust is seen moving in from 
the east. 

yes, mayhem! 

It s Dr. Teeth! The Muppets are saved! 

Early the next morning the entire gang is pack- 
ed into the Electric Mayhem bus and they’re on 
their way.

A couple of inventors have come up with a 
growth pill that Animal seems very interested in. 
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i^tt to rigQt: Cronzo the Great, Floyd Pepper, Animal, Fozzie Bear, Miss Piggy & Hermit the Frog. Did you 
see such a cast of--characters? 


aw, shoot! 

But the time has come for the big shootout. 
Kermit must face Doc on the streets of the town. 
Kermit’s friends surround him and won’t let him 
face the danger alone, while on the other side Doc 
& his gang confront the Muppets. 

The frog killer is leading them and he’s ready 
for the km! Just as all seems about to break into 
andemonium, suddenly the top of one of the 
uildings bursts apart. 

It’s Animal! He’s grown to monstrous propor- 
tions! 

The killers run off half-scared out of their wits 
and Max & Doc decide to reform and go into a dif- 
ferent business.

Can they ever return to the tranquility & 
security of their TV show? But with Muppet in- 
genuity and the help of Miss Piggy we’re sure it 
will all pork out.

W HEN "STAR WARS" streaked across the screen 
you applauded when we brought you the opinions 
of some of the Biggies in the fanta-field. Some of 
their viewpoints you violently disagreed with, others you 
saw aye-to-aye. But however you felt about STAR WARS 
(and. later, CE3K) and whatever you made of the opinions of 
the Opinion Makers, you were anxious to read their 
thoughts. 

So once again we have assembled for you a group of reac- 
tions to the Movie of the Moment: ALIEN. 

Leading off. we hear from— 

ERIK VON BUELOW 

—whose models & monsters you've appreciated in Trilogy 
of Terror, FOOD OF THE GODS, and are looking forward to 
in Steven Spielberg's “1941". 

It seems that these days many of the new sci-fi films give 
priority to special effex and not to the story. With ALIEN 
the technical superiority of the script, directing & acting was 
evident. However, the screenplay is sadly lacking in credibili- 
ty- 

For instance, the situations of the 7 persons involved are 
just too unreal. The characters come off as being just plain 
vulgar. 

The impact of the shocking surprises is not car ried out to 
the fuUest. The development of the Alien, for example, is in 
stages and not too much is said about it or shown on screen. 

Before my becoming a naturalized citizen of the US, I car- 
ried the standard Green Card ID. Immediately after the 
screening I looked up the word alien in the encyclopedia. I 
was deeply shocked'. The meaning of the word “alien”, to me, 
meant mithful friend, follower, an ally. This was totally dif- 
ferent from the actual meaning I found: “Unsympathetic, 
strange, of another race; different, hostile, remote, con- 
flicting." I thought it derived from the latin, as in Alliance. I 
think I should write to the Naturalization Service people to 
change this word which characterizes hopeful citizens of the 
USA! 

As to the spaceship itself, I feel that the old sci-fi movies of 
the 30s, with the aerodynamic smooth lines, were much more 
logical than the complicated surfaces of today's space 
vehicles. Consider the tubing, antennae, boxes, hatches, 
plates, etc. The first meteoroid storm would probably shave 
off the trimmings and jam up communications or engines. 
Perhaps it would not be able to glide over the surface and 
might crashland. 

The concept of large windows is also illogical. Scientifical- 
ly, TV monitors would be used. Large windows look nice on 
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film but in actual use would be impractical. 

All in all. the effex were very good with few exceptions. To 
the trained eye one could catch a squirt of blood going on the 
shirt of Kane, who is giving “birth" to the alien. The blood 
should have been coming from the body, not on it. Simple 
reverse photOCTaphy would have done the trick. 

Camera an^es were very good. The subdued lighting was 
a good trick, adding to the mood of mystery & despair. The 
hanging chains were a good touch as well. 

There were plenty of things I liked very much. Blending 
the music with the sound effex was a good idea. And I have a 
deep respect for the effort that went into the making of this 
film. The music in some places was excellent! 

STAR WARS & CLOSE ENCOUNTERS will stiU be rul- 
ing the field as other fims attempt to copy & exploit them, 
giving way to tanks & ships & various model kits being turn- 
ed into “alien" spacecraft. Even the wreck on the surface 
was a combination of organic & mechanic substance which 
reminded me of a rebuilmng of the STAR TREK ship. 

Final comment: It was definitely good to see this movie!

—a 21-year veteran of FM and now our Assistant Editor 
has plenty to say about ALIEN. 

Ever since I saw the movie I've been racking my brain try- 
ing to figure out if I liked it or hated it! 

In all the years I’ve been seeing such films I have never 
been so involved, so mentally drained & upset. The tension 
never stops and for 2 hours you are on the edge of your seat 
living a nightmare! 

ALIEN in my mind stands for 5 things— and "things” is 
an appropriate word here! 

ANDROMEDA STRAIN 

LOVECRAFT. 

it:-the terror from beyond space. 

EXORCIST. 

MGHT OF THE LIVING DEAD. 


Put them all together and you spell ALIEN. 

When horror writer HPLovecraft wrote his tales of terror 
he never elaborated on the description of his demons. He left 
it to the imagination of the reader, who could conjure up in 
their own mind nightmarish images which Lovecraft could 
never describe. 

So it is with ALIEN. 

ANDROMEDA STRAIN brought us a deadly virus that 
killed instantly. A group of scientists were hard pressed to 
come up with a solution to the menace. 

IT!-THE TERROR FROM BEYOND SPACE, a film 
very similar to ALIEN, was a monster from Mars who took 
refuge in the air vents of the giant spaceship. One by one the 
crew was being killed off and you never knew where the 
creature would strike next. Also the case with the ALIEN.lt, 
too, hid in the ma 2 e of tunnels in the Nostromo, striking at 
will. 

THE EXORCIST, of course, was the demonic possession 
of an innocent girl and the resulting murder mayhem 
which followed. Gruesome & graphically brought to the 
screen, we saw shades of EXORCIST in ALIEN when Ash 
explodes and falls to pieces.He spouts a yellowish fluid and 
later a white, milky substance oozes from his mouth. 

And George Romero's NIGHT OF THE LIVING DEAD 
presented zombies who feasted on the bodies of the living. 
Only difference here was the ALIEN was alive. 

I could also say that ALIEN is 

ALARMING! 

LEGENDARY! 

7NEXORABLE! 

EXCITING! 

MGHTMARISH! 

And it’s all true. 

When the 7 weary space travelers awake to find that they 
are still 10 months from Earth and on their way to an alien 
planet in answer to a distress call, they are less than pleased. 

The huge planet. Satum-like in its appearance, is surround- 
ed by a number of moons, one of which the shuttle lands on. 
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Respoading' to a mysterious transmission, the crew of the Nostromo lands on the stormy surface of a strange 

planetoid. 


There they find the remains of a g^l^gantuan alien seated 
behind a bu^ gun. Its body is fossilized, its chest ripped 
open from within! 

The ancient spacecraft is massive. The entire sight is 
something to see! Nothing like it has ever been seen by 
anyone on this planet. 

One of the astronauts discovers a cavern full of other- 
worldly eggs and moves in for a closer look. 

This is his fatal mistake! 

The shell cracks open and a tannish, pulsating mass 
slashes thru the putrid air and attaches itsw to his helmet! 

Back aboard the shuttle, Ash & Dallas attempt to remove 
the creature but its grip is too strong. To make matters 
worse, when they do cut one of the appenda^s, its yellow 
blood is like acid, burning thru 2 decks of the ship! 

Inexplicably, the creature disappears! All is well until din- 
ner when the creature literally rips from Kane’s chest! Blood 
& gore fill the room and the remaining 6 know they're in Big 
Trouble. 

A search is on to find the thing, using sophisticated elec- 
tronic scanning devices. Tension mounts until it’s 
unbearable. In one shocking scene it’s not the alien that’s 
caught but the cat belonging to the woman Ripley. 

Brett finds the thing next, much to his dismay, while sear- 
ching for the feline named Jones. He turns around and comes 
face to face with . . . 

THE ALIEN! 

It’s now grown tremendously, slightly larger than a man. 

The crew is terrihed. They are alone in deep space. No one 
to help them. No way to fight the thing. 

Another search is organized and this time Dallas is inside 
the airshafts, armed with a fire-spitting rifle & a bright light. 
The creature is being tracked on computer scan and com- 
munication is open between Dallas & the others. 



“Face it Ash!” says Dallas, “the Alien’s got a crush on 
our Executive Officer.”

Lambert knows the thing is near but can't quite pinpoint 
it. Dallas is in the third shaft, practicaDy bathed in total 
darkness save for the beam of light from his lantern. 

“I can't see iti ' he cries. “I'm getting out of here!" 

Lambert warns him to watch out. It's very close. Dallas 
turns to look in the other tunnel— and the thing is sitting 
there! 

Now Parker is really upset. Dallas is gone. Nothing left but 
his rifle. The alien has to be stopped at 5l cost! Tempers flare 
& patience is nowhere. The tension stiU mounts. 

Ripley enters the computer room to try to find an answer 
but is interrupted by Ash. For no apparent reason he attacks 
her! 

She's thrown against the control panels, tossed around like 
a rag dolt. Ash has gone berserk! 

Parker & Lambert come to the rescue, bashing the crazed 
science officer with a pipe, knocking his head off! 

We are stunned to see that, like a decapitated chicken, the 
crazed Ash is still swinging & attacking, even with his head 
dangling to one side. He's finally stopped after spewing the 
flaxen ichor all over the computer room. When questioned by- 
Ripley he can only say that the humans aboard are expend- 
able. Parker, in a rage, incinerates what's left of him with 
his fire rifle. 

It's decided to blow up the ship and get away in the shut- 
tle. Lambert & Parker set up the explosives while Ripley 
prepares the other craft. 

Several minutes later she hears screams. 

Rushing back to the core of the freighter ship she finds the 
remains of her companions savagely murdered by the alien! 

In panic now. she sets off the computer-controlled explo- 
sion which will take place in 10 minutes. 

10 minutes and counting! 

Destruct signal cannot be altered after 6 minutes! 

9 minutes and counting. 


Ripley is about to enter the shuttle but the alien is block- 
ing the way! She has to return to the main ship and stop the 
seu-destmct. 

6 ... 


Reset the dials, change the systems. 

It’s too late! The ship will explode in T-minus 5 minutes! 

Her only chance is to make it back to the shuttle. The alien 
is nowhere in sight. Time is running out. Only seconds to 
blast time. 

The tiny ship is barely out of range when the giant mother 
ship explodes in a pyrotechnical coruscation that illumines 
the black void of space like an atomic pancake. 

‘T've won!" cries Ripley. 

Suddenly, a slimy hand reaches from behind some panels. 

The alien is on board'. 

Ripley backs up and hides behind the hanging spacesuits. 
The thing is restless, its dreadful jaws gaping, deadly teeth 
dripping a viscous venom from its terrifying throat. 

But it plays a waiting game for it knows there is nowhere 
for its victim to escape. 

Breathlessly Ripley gets into one of the spacesuits and 
locks herself into the contour chair. Slowly she changes the 
environment within the ship. The creature reacts with 
shrieks and attempts to attack her. 

She flings open the hatch and the suction rips the being in- 
to space. But it hangs on with one claw, not yet ready to give

When the film was over, people in my audience applauded 
& cheered. They had been released from the Alien's grip! 

In my 30 years of enjoying such movies I have never seen 
such reaction. 

Not with the EXORCIST. 

Not with PHANTASM. 

Not even with NIGHT OF THE LIVING DEAD. 

I saw several people leave the theater and just as many run 
from the place, sick to their stomachs. Viewers were literally 
jumping in their seats, screaming aloud, covering the eyes & 
ears. 

I remember seeing the Martian in WAR OF THE 
WORLDS when I was younger and it scared me quite a bit. I 
recall being afraid of the witch in WIZARD OF OZ, the hor- 
rid goings-on in THE TINGLER and the frightful HOUSE 
ON HAUNTED HILL. 

But this reporter has never been so terrified as the night 
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he saw a movie that's sure to become a modem classic. 
ALIEN, here at last, will last!

I have been a Science Fiction & Fantasy-in-General buff 
for many years now but absolutely nothing ever scared me as 
much as did ALIEN. I was absolutely petrified by the com- 
bination of ALL the horror ingredients put together by 
Director Ridley Scott, i.e.. beginning with LOTS of money, a 


very good crow of SKX technicians- the fantastically giue- 
some but hypnotizing scenery by H.R. Giger and at last hut 
not least the Screenplay & Story Dan O'Bannon & Ronald 
Shusett supposedly created. 

Yes. 1 meant supposedly because sci-fi writer A.E. van 
Vogt was never mentioned in ANYTHING related to the 
film, such as a pressbook or souvenir book or article. 

Being a sci-fi buff 1 just happened to remember that back 
in 1939 Astounding Science-Fiction published in its 
December issue a novelet called “Discord in Scarlet" which 
has, as anyone can see. practicaDy everything there was in 
ALIEN. If you'd like to investigate, compare the story writ- 
ten by van Vogt back in 1939 and the screenplay created by 
O'Bannon & Shusett. Well, since you are reading this 
anyway, let me introduce you to what I found out: 

A.E. van Vogt's story begins with a living creature float- 
ing in outer space in search of life to procreate. A Terran ves- 
sel comes by with a crew' of manv people and a cat. A 
WOMAN TAKES CARE OF THAT CAT. The alien by van 
Vogt is utterly unkillabie. has an armored skin and is seeking 
transportation to rule the new Universe as it did in an old 
one. It gets the humans in order to use them as “guuls''. 
which in alien language means “nest". Specifically, the nest 
of the alien’s eggs are the humans' stomachs. You see. I'm 
not speaking of the film. I'm speaking of sf writer -A.E. van 
Vogt's story. .And it goes on like this: V’^an Vogt's alien 
moves thru walls, metallic walls by rearranging their molec- 
ular structure, to pursue its human prey wriile in the movie 
the creature is cut by the medics and its blood drips to the 
floor and stops only a few levels below like boibng oil drop- 
ped on frozen butter. In van Vogt's story the alien deposits 
its eggs inside a human's stomach so that when it grows 
large enough it will eat its way out. feeding on the human's 
insides. Now take for instance this part of the story pub- 
lished in 1939 and see if it makes you think about something 
that you saw in some movie |1 won't tell you WHAT movie): 

... an ugly, round, scarlet head with tiny, beady eyes and a 
tiny slit of a mouth poked out. The head twisted on its short 
neck, and the eyes glittered up at them with a hard ferocity. 

And then, with a swiftness that almost took them by sur 
prise, it reared up . . . (In the movie it slides away ). 

And there is another small similarity: the physician is Ger- 
man. Sure there are some differences in both the film &. the 
story by van Vogt, like for instance the alien portrayed in 
Astounding ha.s 4 arms, is red. moves thru the walls fast. 
Well, actually anyone who wants to create a .NEW story 
H.AS to make SO.ME changes . . . 

So. if vou take the 2 stories, the one in the movie bv DAN 
O’BANNON & RONALD SHUSETT and make a general 
comparison wih the story by .A.E. van Vogt which is also in 
print in the pockeibook VOYAGE OF THE SP.ACE 
BE.AGLE, vou get: 

AN ALIEN IN OUTER SPACE OVERTAKES HU- 
MANS IN A PASSING VESSEL. A SHIP WITH A 
VARIED CREW OF BOTH SEXES & A C.AT. AN ALIEN 
THAT FEEDS ON HUMAN FLESH. DEPOSITING ITS 
EGGS IN THE HUMANS’ STOMACHS. A GERMAN 
DOCTOR. AND IN THE END THE CREM' LEAVES THE 
ALIEN- GETTING AW.AY ON SHUTTLES. 

(Shades of the STAR WARS contro%ersv; “it’s OZI It's 
FLASH GORDON: Hey. that’s from DUNE! " However. I 
think Novotny's Brazilian background has led him astray on 
one minor point: Koriia is not a woman's name, suggestive of 
-Something like -Dearie, but the name of a Japanese man: and 
the "pussy" referred to in “Discord in Scarlet" was not a cat. 
if 1 recall correctly, but Coeurl, from the previous story 
“Black Destroyer", a huge catlike creature of incredible fero- 
city that would scarcely be a pet aboard a human spaceship! 
However. Novotny is not the only one who feels ALIEN has 
done a bit of borrowing from the Master Mind of Science Fic- 
tion.— Editor)

My wife & I walked into the showing completeh' cold. The 
only information on the movie we had seen was the sign- 


board out front of the studio, a standard billboard. W e had 
Slopped tor coffee before the show because my wife felt 
sleepy and didn't want to fall asleep during the show.

WeU, as the story goes, if the higher-ups at 20th hadn’t had 
their way, you would have seen it. Strangely enough, prior to 
the first (studio) screening in LA, I’d spoken to ^nald 
Shusett (a co-writer & the producer) and he too wondered if 
20th would leave the scene intact. As a matter of fact at that 


same LA screening he was not invited. 20th would fly the 
principal writer & some technicians to a public sneak preview 
out of state in order to see the audience reaction. 

Well, as it happened (allegedly), the people screamed, were 
sickened or left the theater. So in came the scissors and bits 
& scenes thought too graphic were snipped. Still sticking 
with an R rating, due to a stomach-wrenching scene key to 
the film, 20th played it safe. 

When I spoke to Dan O'Bannon at a later sneak preview 
his commentary on the editing was one of very escapist 
nature. “You should have seen the more graphic version,’’ he 
said. But he defended cuts too, saying 20th chopped for 
length. 

What scene went? First, if you remember Parker & 
Lambert being attacked near the end, recall tlie alien's tail 
slowly rising between her booted legs; well, earlier in the film, 
when Brett was the first attacked, that same tail, with its 
knife-edged point, rose between his legs and drove its end in- 
to his spine, killing him and pushing his body forward. Why 
they allowed the suggestion of this without completion dur- 
ing the film puzzled me and why her body was unclothed 
when Ripley came upon the corpses lacked explanation. 

As for the cocoon, during the earlier portion of the film, 
after the deaths of Brett & Dallas, Parker loudly questions 
where the bodies are etc. Near the end, during Ripley’s fran- 
tic rushabout, she stumbled onto the place where the alien 
made its nest. In it, hanging from the ceiling, are cocoons, 
one weblike & transparent, one dark, stone-gray like the alien 
egg. Inside the web is Dallas, seemingly dead, maggots 
eating thru his face— and suddenly his eyes flair, scaring 
Ripley. His voice almost inaudibly weeps for mercy. “Kill 
me! Please . . . kill me!” She raises her flame-thrower and 
blasts the chamber into an inferno. 

Some scenes were shot of the alien closeup, of it folded like 
a weird-looking box, but it was decided this would give us too 
graphic a look at the beastie, so snip! snip!! snip!!! 

Finally, returning to Lambert & Parker's murders, when 
we see the result of the creature's attack we notice that her 
bare legs are hung midair but we are not shown why. Well, 
the alien came thru the airshaft; that’s where it shoved the 
body. This footage & more exists and the Good Word is that 
ALIEN might be re-released later on with the X-rated 
footage included for the strong of stomach & spine who have 
survived the R-rated version and want to go All The Way 
with ALIEN!

—And, of course, “The Time Machine” itself! 

prior to the plot 

In Geo. Pal's cinemadaptation of WeU’s chron- 
portation classic a man had invented a machine 
capable of carrying him thru time. 

Into the future or into the past! 

Leaving tum-of-century London, the Time 
Traveler finds that life in the 20th Century isn’t 


what it’s cracked up to be. He finds war & 
famine, destruction aU around. And in a great 
w^ in the latter part of the 20th Century the 
Time 'IVaveler finds that “civilization” was not 
satisfied to destroy itself with chemical bombs & 
guns, now there’s atomic power! 

As he stands there, confused & alone, he sees 
people flee in panic & terror. He is warned to 
cover, to protect himself.

starting time 

TIME AFTER TIME takes us thru time in a 
most fascinating way. We begin our journey in 
old London circa 1893. 

We meet a young inventor named HGWells 
who is about to tell the world of his latest inven- 
tion. 

A Time Machine! Not a mere watch or clock. 

No sophisticated mathematical astronomer’s 
timepiece. No. 

A machine that can move thru time! 

Not as a car moves thru air, or a plane soars 
thru the sky. While each has movement, a Ceir 
gliding over the road cutting thru the air and a 
plane gliding thru the clouds, each is fixed in its 
proper time zone, its own dimension. 

Moving thru time is quite a different thing. 

And young Wells has perfected a way to do 
just that! 

The Machine is situated in his home where is 
about to show it to several close friends. One of 
those in attendance is the brilliant Dr. Stevenson 
(David Warner). 

Wells shows off his work, a glistening machine 
of unusual nature. His colleagues are both 
bewildered & amused, their interest high. While 
Wells discusses the uses of his creation his 
jubiliation is disrupted by a knock at the door. 

‘‘Excuse the intrusion, sir!” says the policeman 
outside Wells' door. 

It seems that Jack the Ripper has claimed 
another victim and the police are conducting a 
thorough investigation, a house-to-house search. 
Wells, having nothing to hide, invites them in. 

He shows them around the house, introduces 
them to his guests and makes idle chatter. All is 
fine until they search Dr. Stevenson's little black 
bag. 

There, beneath the tools of his trade, the police 
inspector finds a pair of bloody gloves & a scalpel! 

Convinced they have found their killer they 
turn to arrest Dr. Stevenson but he has slipped 
away. Wells is horrified. He cannot believe that 
his best friend could do such a thing. 

Worse yet, Stevenson has taken the Time 
Machine! 

time flies 

Time may exist and each of us travels thru it 
every day of our lives. But Time is not fixed and 
is prone to change. We’re all familiar with Time 
Warps & Time Ripples. Whatever we choose to 
call them Time has way of doing strange things. 
Dr. Stevenson moves into the future to a time & 
place he had never dreamed of — San Francisco, 


USA, in 1979! 

Back in London, WeUs is upset. 

He feels personally responsible for permitting 
this maniacal killer to escape into the future. His 
vision of 1979 is a Utopia, where man lives in 
peace & harmony. The elements have been tam- 
ed, there's abundant food & energy. Color & 
religion don’t count. If that were true, sending a 
demented killer into such a society would be a 
terrible thing to do! 

So Wells vows to find Stevenson and end his 
future reign of terror. In his mind such a 
beautiful future cannot be destroyed by so evil & 
irresponsible a fiend. 

As the story develops, several other subplots 
surface. Wells does find Stevenson and he also 
finds true love in the 20th Century. A young girl 
named Amy Robbins, who happens to be an em- 
ployee with the Bank of London, falls in love with 
Wells and helps him find Dr. Stevenson. 

The plot of TIME AFTER TIME is complex 
yet interesting & topical. The movie is certainly 
sci-fi but is laced with comedy, romance & social 
commentary on modern times. At times it’s a 
downright thriller as Wells chases his foe thru 
modern San Francisco. 

where's the brave new world? 

There is no Utopia, of course, and Wells has 
plenty to say about that. He finds that things 
aren’t better in 1979 but as he puts it, ‘‘They are 
more efficient.” 

The Time Machine used in the film is quite im- 
pressive. It’s made mostly of fiberglass on metal 
framework and the machine itself uses Solar 
Power! 

Sound fantastic? 

Not really. Back in 1882 a French inventor & 
en^eer named Abel Pifre created something 
quite startling for its day. 

— A solar-powered printing press! 

So Wells' Time Machine utilizes the power of 
the sun to move about thru time. It certainly 
adds realism to the production and saves on fuel 
bills! 

Much of the filming was done in and around 
San Francisco where another sci-fi thriller was 
made, INVASION OF THE BODY SNATCH- 
ERS. For this new movie locations were used 
such as Ghiradelli Square, The Goldern Gate 
Park, The Marina, Muir W'oods & other famous 
landmarks. 

There's a unique feature about this new Time 
Machine. Much like the one used in George Pal’s 
film of 1960, the Machine relies on a very special 
rod or key for it to function properly. In the new 
version, if the key is removed, whoever is sitting 
in the machine simply ceases to exist and finds 
themselves in a state of limbo. That is the fate of 
Dr. Stevenson who attempts to escape in the 
Machine. 'Wells pulls the key just in time (so to 
speak) and the doctor is dematerialized and sent 
into a nether-void.

behind the scenes 

The production crew & actors on TIME 
AFTER TIME are first rate. 

Herb Jaffe produced the film after seeing 
Nicholas Meyer’s script. He felt that it has all the 
essential qualities of a great film. Jaffe was 
responsible for DEMON SEED with Julie 
Christie. 

Nicholas Meyer directed the film based on his 
own screenplay. While this was his first film, he 
has written several high-powered novels in- 
cluding “The 7% Solution”, a Sherlock Holmes 
story. Working on TV he did the screenplay for 
The Night That Panicked America, based on the 
Orson Wells radio broadcast of 1938. For those 
not familiar with the details, Orson Wells & his 
Mercury Theater group put on a live show from 
New York. They did their version of HGWeUs’ 
classic “The War of the Worlds”, only they 
moved the location to modem times. Radio au- 
diences in 1938 believed that the Martians were 
landing in New Jersey! The show was that con- 
vincing. {For vivid re-creating of that memorable 
night see FM 149). 

The Time Machine for this movie was built 
under the supervision of Edward Carfagno. If 
that name doesn’t sound familiar maybe this will 
jar your memory:

on BEN-HUR & JULIUS CEASAR. He was also 
on the staff behind THE HINDENBURG & 
METEOR. His work on the great Time Machine 
is impressive. The movie doesn’t rely too heavily 
on mind-boggling effex nor does it dwell on matte 
work or miniatures. 

It does come across as a beautifully 
choreographed piece of film, ^aceful & smooth. 
When WeUs is traveling thru time we see him sit- 
ting in the Machine and time is literally passing 
him by. We hear sounds and sense that there are 
sights blurring the screen. It’s an odd sensation, 
perhaps close to an actual sensation of time 
travel. 

the potent players 

Malcolm McDowell plays HGWells Sci-fi fans 
will remember him in Stanley Kubrick’s 
CLOCKWORK ORANGE in which he played 
Alex, the head Droog. 

Malcolm has appeared in many other feature 
films & TV productions but is most memorable in 
CLOCKWORK ORANGE. It was a visual tour- 
de-force and his role was a difficult one as he 
changed from vicious gang member to meek & 
mild, plain old Alex, then back to his former self 
at film’s end.

son, is handled by David Warner, another fine ac- 
tor with a list of numerous credits. You can catch 
him in the current NIGHTWING, about 
vampire-bats attacking the southwestern United 
States, and he was nominated for an Emmy in 
TV’s Holocaust. The character he plays in TIME 
AFTER TIME is one of change, much like Alex 
in CLOCKWORK. He is normal, well-meaning, 
brilliant doctor and chessplayer. Yet he is a killer, 
striking at night, slashing his victims with a 
scalpel. 

Wells’ girlfriend, Amy Robbins, is played by 
newcomer Mary Steenburgen, a young & lovely 
lass who previously appeared in only one other 
movie. When she meets the time-tripping Wells 
they trip together in a love-oriented relationship 
that is both tender & comical.

George Romero's DAWN OF
